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Introduction 


THE recording of statistical information in 
Australian soccer is a sadly neglected aspect of 
this great game. 

The subsequent ill-informed comment in some 
sections of the sporting media has therefore been 
a long standing irritation for those involved with 
the furtherance of the sport. 

Fans and professionals involved with this game 
in Europe have long been able to put their hands 
on a score of reference books which tell al] sorts 
of detail. 

But that kind of information has only been 
available in Australia on an ad hoc basis. 

There has, until recently, been no professional 
soccer publishing house and the few efforts 
which have preceded this have come and gone 
like leaves in the wind. 

That alone has fuelled the publication of this 
volume. 

The undertaking of such a project has resulted 
in six years of solid research and information 
collection — with only the tiniest fraction of the 
resulting facts gathered published in this volume. 

In that time it has become obvious that much of 
our soccer history has been lost for posterity 
because of the passage of time. 

Needless to say this first Year Book is not as 
complete as is desired — but it will provide the 
springboard for future expansion. 

The size of this volume has been dictated by a 
desire to publish within a budget, and to set a 
realistic sales target which will allow this initial 
volume to grow into a regular annual series. 

At the same time the publishers realise that 
there are gaps in information and would welcome 
any input by readers of this Annual. 
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In this first issue space and time has 
necessitated that some information be left out; 
while other data has been considered beyond the 
scope of this book and omitted accordingly 

Australian soccer has come of age, of that there 
can be little doubt. 

The achievements over the last six years by our 
national representatives have made the world sit 
up and take notice. 

In turn the general Australian sporting public 
has forged a bond of affection with the Young 
Socceroos, the Olyroos and the Socceroos. 

That was most notably demonstrated when the 
attendance at the Australia-Argentina World 
Cup qualifier at the Sydney Footbal] Stadium set 
a new ground record. 

The future of the game looks very bright and 
the younger generation will reap the rewards of 
those who have toiled so earnestly before them. 

Professional soccer is just around the corner; it 
may even be upon us by the end of this next 
season — and when that happens publications like 
this are a necessity. 

In the meantime my thanks to the many people 
who have assisted this volume, either materially 
or with encouragement without which it would 
have never materialised. 

My thanks also to Lawrie McKinna whose 
tangible support through the sponsorship 
provided by Asics has helped to make the Asics 
Australian Soccer Year Book a reality.

National League Diary 


1995 

MAY 

Manfred Schaefer is appointed as coach at 
Marconi, replacing Andrea Icardi whose first 
season as a coach ended in tatters. 

West Ham United arrive in Australia for a four 
match tour. The English club narrowly escaped 
relegation from the Premier League and draw 
very small crowds. The Australian soccer public 
is not happy with the amount of 'partying' that the 
Hammers indulge in. However, West Adelaide's 
Stan Lazaridis Jater fixes up a contract with the 
Hammers. 

Socceroo Abbas Saad faces court in Malaysia 
over match fixing charges. He is later convicted 
and suspended from football sine die. Saad was 
one of 126 players charged in a purge by the 
Malaysian FA, plagued by corruption and 
bribery. 

JUNE 

Arena Investments, the controlling consortium 
owning the Perth NSL franchise, announced that 
it would not join the national league until 1996 - 
because of the delay in confirmation of their 
acceptance by the ASF. 

And in Canberra the war between the NSL 
controlling ACTSF and local club Canberra 
Deakin was hotting up. The ACTSF had blocked 
an earlier 1991 bid by the former NSW Super 
League side to gain entry to the elite competition 
but now wanted Deakin to financially support its 
own bid — without any Board representation. 

Brunei coach Mike Lyons signs a contract to 
coach Canberra Cosmos in the national league. 
Lyons, a former Everton player, also had a short 
spell as manager at Grimsby Town from 1985- 
87. 

The bombshell finally became official - 
Heidelberg United, Parramatta Eagles and 
Melbourne Zebras were dumped from the NSL. 
New clubs admitted were Canberra Cosmos and 
Newcastle Breakers. 

Adrian Cervinski and Sasha Dimoski were 
suspended for twelve months after they were 


found guilty of tampering with drug testing 
procedures after a match for Wollongong City. 
JULY 

Mark Schwarzer is sold by relegated Dynamo 
Dresden to Bundesliga side Kaiserslautern. 

Fellow goalie Zeljko Kalac sets a new 
Australian club record when Leicester City buy 
the Sydney United giant for $1.75 million. After 
finally getting through a mountain of red tape the 
English club finally land their man but Kalac's 
time at Leicester is an unhappy one and after a 
costly blunder he is dumped for the rest of the 
season. 

And strike sensation Mark Viduka turns his 
back on the big Euro clubs to sign for Croatia 
Zagreb. 

AUGUST 

South Melbourne coach Frank Arok wields the 
axe by sacking three of his big name players — 
Francis Awaritefe, Jason Polak and Gary Hasler. 

Ned Zelic flew into London to start his new 
career with Queens Park Rangers after a $2.6 
million move. Zelic's stay in London was a short 
and unhappy one with players at Loftus Road 
saying that the Aussie didn't fit in. 

And Scotland icon Graeme Souness snapped 
up Marconi's Ufuk Talay for $300,000 to join his 
Turkish side, Galatasaray. Souness had been in 
Sydney earlier in the year when he expressed a 
fondness to live in Australia. 

SEPTEMBER 

The court action from the deposed clubs 
(Parramatta Eagles, Heidelberg United and 
Melbourne Zebras) ends allowing the new-look 
33 round national competition to commence — 
four weeks late. New clubs include Canberra 
Cosmos and Newcastle Breakers (back again 
after pulling out before the commencement of the 
previous season because of financial reasons). 

There are changes in the coaching ranks at 
some clubs also; John Kosmina in at Newcastle, 
Mike Lyons coming to Canberra from Brunei, 
Berti Mariani moving down to Wollongong 
while Dave Ratcliffe went the other way and 
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joined the re-named UTS (Sydney) Olympic, 
Manfred Schaefer came in at Marconi for the 
departing Andrea Icardi while Jon Perin took 
over the reins at Adelaide City after long-serving 
Zoran Matic stood down. 

Jason Polak transfers to Brisbane — and South 
Melbourne are rocked when a tribunal later sets 
the Socceroo's transfer fee at a paltry $1,000. 

South Melbourne beat fellow NSL club 
Melbourne Knights in the Victorian Dockerty 
Cup while Sydney United take out the Waratah 
Cup — beating State League Canterbury in their 
final after Marconi had stumbled along the way. 
OCTOBER 
The NSL finally gets under way — but not before 
a late sponsor throws the media into confusion - 
it's either the A League, the Ericsson Cup or just 
the plain old NSL. But whichever, the first round 
shows a 50% increase in crowds and everything 
is looking rosy. 

Warren Spink hits the league's first hat-trick as 
Morwell Falcons score an impressive 4-1 home 
win over Wollongong to take top spot. 

New boys Newcastle Breakers set an early 
Season attendance record of 6,837 for their 
opening match against UTS Olympic. 

The Olyroos are in Canberra for a one week 
training camp - and play two matches against 
Japan. The first, a B trial game, sees Lachlan 
Armstrong score a classy goal while in the 
official Olympic international the Aussies run out 
easy 3-0 winners. 

It is to be Kevin Muscat's last game in Australia 
before he jets off to English club Sheffield United 
in a $450,000 transfer deal. Muscat was later to 
be a victim in the sacking of Sheffield coach 
Dave Bassett and by January he is back at South 
Melbourne. 

Coaches John Kosmina and Bruce Stowell get 
caught up in a media cross-fire but the Strikers 
boss has the last word as his team trounce 
Kossie's Newcastle side 5-0 at Suncorp. 

John Markovski finally leaves Morwell 
Falcons for Melbourne Knights — but his transfer 
is destined for the ASF tribunal after Falcons 
reject the $10,000 on offer. 

Former Socceroo Gary Marocchi is named as 
coach of the Perth team to enter the NSL in 96/97. 

David Hill (ASF Chairman) and Victorian 
Premier Jeff Kennett hit the headlines for attacks 
on the ethnicity of soccer. 

NOVEMBER 

With Morwell going down unexpectedly away to 
Brisbane, Marconi go top of the league after a 
hard fought 1-0 win at home to hard tackling 
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Canberra. But Stallions coach Manfred Schaefer 
is far from happy with his team's performance 
and orders Sunday morning training. 

The all—Adelaide derby sets a new Ericsson 
Cup attendance record — with an 8,284 crowd. 

Crowds continue to be substantially up on the 
previous year — despite another wet, spring start 
to the league. 

Canberra Cosmos sign Parramatta sweeper 
John Koch while Marconi take Dominic Longo 
(Cercle Brugge) on loan to the end of the season. 

The Socceroos win a two game Trans Tasman 
Cup series against New Zealand with Paul 
Trimboli in dazzling from. 

Sydney United announce the signing of Aytec 
Genc although they lose out in their bid to snare 
striker Marko Perinovic from Canberra Cosmos. 

And in the capital, newcomers Cosmos get their 
first win - thanks largely to a Paul Wade first- 
ever hat-trick which saw them defeat Newcastle 
3-2 at home. 

AIS Head Coach Ron Smith announces his 
impending departure for the rich league of 
Malaysia - and Eddie Krncevic declares his 
interest in the AIS post. The job eventually goes 
to Steve O'Connor. 

Other Aussie coaches in Malaysia include Ken 
Worden, Alan Vest and Bobby McLachlan. 

Ross Aloisi scores on his debut in the Italian 
Serie A after his transfer from Royal Antwerp to 
Cremonese. 

South Melbourne open their new Bob Jane 
Stadium at Lakeside in front of a bumper crowd 
but their 3-2 loss to West Adelaide, their fifth 
defeat in a row, sets the alarm bells ringing. The 
11,956 attendance sets the record for the 1995/96 
season. 

DECEMBER 

Morwell Falcons slide out of the Top Six after a 
4-0 home slaughter by Adelaide City. For the 
Zebras it is eleven goals in a few days following 
their 7-0 midweek annihilation of Brisbane 
Strikers. 

And the alarm bells continue to ring for Frank 
Arok as his South Melbourne slumps to a 3-0 
caning in Brisbane - and hits the bottom of the 
ladder. 

Damian Mori enters the world record books by 
lobbing a 45 metre ball over the head of Sydney 
United's John Perosh - virtually straight from the 
kick off. It earns the Adelaide City hot gun a 
place as the fastest first class scorer in history. 

The war between Marconi and ASF chairman 
David Hill starts to reach over-boil when the 
Stallion board expresses its concern at Hill's anti- 


ethnic sentiments. 

And yet another Senate inquiry names Tom 
Sermanni in allegations over transfer of young 
AIS players to Europe. 

Super star Jimmy Patikas signs on at Sydney 
United — after it looked like he would end up with 
either Olympic or Marconi. But the deal turns 
sour and by the end of the season it is obvious 
that the former Sydney City star isn't in coach 
Branko Culina's plans. 

1996 

JANUARY 

Unhappy West Adelaide player Mark Brazzale 
finally gets a transfer —- to City who share the 
same Hindmarsh Stadium. The transfer fee is a 
knock down $6,500. 

January is set aside for the Oceania Olympic 
qualification group and the much criticised 
Johnnie Walker Cup. 

And UTS Olympic go into the break with a one 
point Jead at the top of the Ericsson Cup after 
destroying a hapless Wollongong 5-0 at 
Brandon Park 

The Olyroos steam-roller all of their opponents 
in Adelaide but the main controversy centres 
around the comparative poor form of striker 
Mark Viduka and that costly bungle which saw 
Australia deducted match points after an official

made a cock-up in filling out a team sheet. 

The ASF reacted in a style which is now 
regarded by the media as their trademark with 
another 'Soccergate' cover-up. To date the full 
story has never been told. 

Frank Arok ended up the month with his 
second trophy of the season following South's 
3-1 Johnnie Walker final win over Newcastle. 

John Kosmina wasn't happy, however, and he 
said so. Arok was — but in the end he lost his job 
while Kossie signed an extension at Breakers. 
FEBRUARY 
National boss Eddie Thomson names a youthful 
squad for the internationals against Japan and 
Sweden. 

A 4-1 hiding by the Japanese saw Thomson's 
critics mass against him and the calls for the 
retiral of Paul Wade increasing. 

While in Sydney, UTS Olympic cemented its 
road back to the top of the game by offering 
coach David Ratcliffe a three year full-time 
contract. By this time it is obvious that the 
brilliant Englishman has transformed Olympic 
although neighbours Marconi have jumped 
ahead of them on the league table. 

Australia showed its true form against Japan in 
the re-match with two of their three goals being 
scored after the substitution of skipper Paul 
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Wade. 

Meanwhile Jubilo Iwata 'toto'd' the Marconi 
fans when Schillaci, the Italia '90 hero, failed to 
appear in a challenge match at Marconi Stadium. 
But Dunga wowed the large crowd with some 
brilliant skills. 

And the month finishes with the prestigious 
launch of Inside Soccer at a function at 
Bankstown's Rydges Hotel. The opening 
headline causes controversy with the threat by a 
leading Sydney club to quit the Ericsson Cup. 

Former ASF Chief Executive Ian Holmes 1s 
sent on an indefinite holiday by the national body 
as the purge at Paddington continues. Word also 
leaks out that new marketing whizz Steve Cook 
is looking for another job also. Later Cook was 
on his way and media officer Scott Crebbin left 
for greener pastures in the off-season too. 
MARCH 
THE ASF announce the entry of Collingwood 
Warriors and Perth Glory into next season's 
competition — but there is no place for Sydney 
Cosmos or Parramatta Eagles, both highly 
fancied for a berth. 

Canberra Cosmos coach Mike Lyons drops 
Paul Wade for disciplinary reasons — and earns 
the wrath of ASF commissioner George Negus. 
Adelaide City go on the warpath against the 
Wade-less Cosmos - giving them a 6-0 
drubbing. 

Ned Zelic is surprisingly named in a World XI 
- and the player is as stunned as everyone else. 
His new club, Eintracht Frankfurt, are struggling 
at the bottom of the German League and on their 
way to relegation. 

Damian Mori broke John Kosmina's long 
standing NSL scoring record with two against 
South Melbourne — a result which virtually ended 
the Blues fightback for a finals spot. 

Sydney United's Ivan Blazevic is fined for 
bringing the game into disrepute after the club 
official criticised the ASF for an imbalance of 
fixture scheduling. 

Scotland put down a gallant if wayward 
Australia at Hampden Park and later it is revealed 
that Glasgow Rangers have an interest in Sydney 
United's Tony Popovic — and national boss Eddie 
Thomson. 

APRIL 

COLLINGWOOD are_s reportedly —_ after 
Hungarian icon Ferenc Puskas as their new coach 
while Canberra coach Mike Lyons has a tilt at the 
finishing ability of Australian strikers. 

Morwell dribbler Sonny Sevin is dropped after 
coach Harry Bingham learned that he had 
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conducted secret negotiations with Wollongong 

Arok's sacking is finally announced ~ the wors| 
kept secret in Victoria while /nside Soccer's 
incisive reporting into the political strife jp 
Canberra. soccer brings results in the threat of 
legal action. 

Australia play Chile in a late-month 
international — one which brings coach Eddie 
Thomson and the media into open warfare again. 
To make up the numbers Thomson is forced to 
include a string of kids and yesterday's heroes. 

Marconi clinch the League Premiership after 
fighting back to beat West Adelaide 2-1 in the 
last game of the season. Sydney United defy the 
critics by beating Adelaide City 3-1 at 
Hindmarsh while UTS Olympic's third placing 
makes it a treble for the Sydney clubs. 

MAY 

GRAHAM Arnold announces that he is staying 
in Europe for another season ... Cosmos declare 
an interest in former Glasgow Ranger Ted 
McMinn and coloured striker Francis 
Awaritefe says that enough is enough in a lash 
back at racism in soccer. 

The ASF holds its prestigious awards night but 
there is no prize for League Premier winning 
coach Manfred Schaefer. Schaefer also missed 
out on a single coach of the month award - the 
awards that the ASF kept secret from the print 
media — and several big name coaches slam the 
awards. Adelaide City coach John Perin is named 
Coach of the Year — but later resigns at City 
because of differences in contractual terms. 

Melbourne Knights take out the Grand Final in 
a disappointing match against Marconi with 
speculation rife that Awaritefe pulled out of the 
Stallion side at the last moment because of a 
disagreement with the Marconi management. The 
speculation is later firmly denied by all parties. 

The first ever Ericsson Cup finishes a 
resounding success, and despite some obvious 
problems soccer looks to be on the forward road. 
JUNE 
THE controversy continues into the close season 
as Soccer Australia announces an All Stars series 
featuring overseas and home based players - to 
be televised on Channel 9. It sparked bitter 
indignation from SBS production managet 
Robert Martin who cried foul. 

And Fred Lenzi defeated South Melbourne 
boss George Vasilopoulos for a seat on the ASF 
Board of Commissioners. The Adelaide City 
boss isn't the only June ‘change’, however, wil 
Frank Arok take over from dumped Harty 
Bingham as coach at Gippsland Falcons.
